It 
is a dangerou s ferment, y et no answer 
to the q u estion comes, no official ex ­ 
p lanation has been made, no word has 
come from the sjtone hou se where the 
p resident lies abed attended by phy ­ 
sicians. 
There are a thou sand ex ­ 
p lanations, and each 
one is being 
seized by the newsp ap ers and ru shed 
to the streets in handbill ex tras, p rob­ 
ably in the absence cf any word of 
ex p lanation 
from 
an 
au thoritativ e 
sou rce. 
The simp lest reason is the best. 
General Diaz was not p rep ared to re­ 
sign. 
The newsp ap ers which had 
sp read the official annou ncement that 
y esterday was the day of the old p res­ 
ident’s act of self-abnegation were as 
ready in the afternoon to" flood the 
bou lev ards with dodgers stating it as 
a p ositiv e and au thoritativ e fact that 
manana (tomorrow’) wou ld see the 
final act of the rev olu tion staged in 
the chamber of dep u ties. 
El Diario, more enterp rising than 
its fellow’s, sent boy s racing into the 
cpowd that jammed the ap p roaches to 
the marble hou se of 
dep u ties with 
little shin p lasters p rinted in scream­ 
ing ty p e which said: 
“General Diaz will not resign today . 
Read fu ll accou nt of why in tomor­ 
row’s issu e.” 
The crowd roared its disapponit- 
ment 
as 
the 
dodgers 
circu lated 
throu gh it. 
The element of my stery 
that cloak ed all of the p roceedings 
was maddening. Word that there was 
to be no resignation p resently sifted 
ou t to the street and the crowd that 
block ed the broad street from cu rb to 
cu rb y elled its disap p rov al. 
The po­ 
lice mov ed in and snatched the lou dest 
mou thed ou t of the p ress and hu rried 
them to jail. For a time it look ed as 
if there w’ou ld be a riot. Ru mor fol­ 
lowed ru mp r and the whole city was 
seething. Some said that Diaz w’as al­ 
ready in Vera Cru z, hav ing left his 
resignation behind him to be read 
when he wras at sea. Others declared 
that he does not intend to resign and 
that he is bu t sp arring for time u ntil 
he can bu y ov er some of the rebel 
leaders and mak e a last fight for pow­ 
er. The wildest rep ort had it that the 
p resident does not ex p ect the dep u ties 
to accep t his*rcsignation, and that if 
the hou se does he will commit su icide. 
The alternate swing of the p endu ­ 
lu m was registered late in the after­ 
noon, when boy s circu lated handbills 
signed by the names of fou r well- 
k now’n members of the Liberal p arty , 
p roclaiming in large,ty p e that General 
Diaz ou ght not to retire from power 
and warning the members of the 
chamber that the resignation of Pres­ 
ident Diaz wou ld p recip itate anarchy . 
These handbills had the effect of ex - 
| citing the crowd still more. As night 
closed down the crowds grew’ and the 
4 ,000 police and 2,000 soldiers av aila­ 
ble had 
difficu lty in 
k eep ing the 
throng mov ing. 
Ev ery where 
shop k eep ers 
p u t 
u p 
their shu tters and most of the streets 
in the main p art of town were dark as 
the grav e. The crowds su rged u p one 
street and down another, armed with 
stav es torn off the shu tters p u t u p by 
shop k eep ers, and shou ting “Viv e Ma­ 
dero.” 
President Diaz’s hou se» was 
gu arded by a troop of cav alry and two 
comp anies 
of 
infantry .

mob 
made an attack u pon the office of Im- 
p arcial, the gov ernment organ, and 
wreck ed the editorial office and me­ 
chanical p lant of the p ap er. Another 
riot brok e ou t in front o f the cable 
office and many shots were fired.

Hauling flies out of town by the 
wagon load” as a means of getting 
rid of them may be new in sanitary 
procedure, but San 
Antonio,

But it has also been observ ed 
that the larger number of them are 
soon destroyed in the burning gar­ 
bage heaps.

ed in the garbarge are also burned.
